The rooim is heavily drapevl in mourn- 
ing. The casket containing the body 
is inclosed in a heavy box, and over 
this was placed a handsome black 
pall 
Members of 
the Old Guard 
acted as guard honor. The fallowing 
pall bearers met in body at the city 
hall: 
Gen. Daniel E.S ctiles, Alex 
S. Webb, Gen. Geo. B. McCiellan, J. 
B. Mcintosh, John M. Carnett, C. 
McKeever, Gen. Wm. F. S ^ith, Ad- 
miral B F. Wyman. 
At 10:30 the 
remains were placed in a iiearae, 
drawn by four horses, and escorte d by 
the Old Guard and a detachment of 
six soldiers of the régaler ar:n>, and 
conveyed to Trinity Chapel, where 
the funeral services were held. 
At 
the conclusion of the i^ervice the re- 
mains were taken to the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad depot for Jersey City, 
where they were received by the 4ih 
regiment of the New Jersey National 
Guards, which will act as escort from 
New York to Philadelphia.

Captain J . H. Allerr', the pilot who 
brought the Cunard steamer Scy thia 
into port on Tuesday evening, brings 
news of a wreck which is floating 
bottom upward, several hundred miles 
off the coast, with ^ the corpses of her 
crew still ia her cabin and forecastle. 
Captain Allers belongs to pilot-boat 
Pet, No. 9, and on Sunday last was 
cruising in search of one of the in- 
coming European steamships. 
At 
four o'clock, when in latitude 41°30^ 
and 
longitude 64°30', one of the 
crew, who was keeping a lookout at 
the foremast head, observed an object 
which at firat appeared to be a ship 
boa*: with some one in it. He re 
ported this to Captain Allers. It was 
nearly dark when the Pet came with 
in a short distance of the strange oh 
ject, which proved to be a vessel of 
about 126 tons,floating bottom upwarc 
There was no copper on the bottom 
which was covered with coal tar in 
stead. 
The Pet hove to and a boat 
was launched, and Captain Allers and 
two men rowed alongside the wreck 
On her stern could be made out the 
word "Gladiator," the last few letters 
of which had become nearly obllter 
ated. 
Under the name was "N. S.," 
meaning Nova Scotia. The letters 
were painted in white upon a dark 
ground. 
A terrible stench was no- 
ticed, and the boat rowed around to 
the bows of the vessel, where a horri 
ble sight met the view of the three 
men. 
The dead body of a man, en 
tangled in a line which hung from 
the jib guys, was floating by the bow 
sprit. It was bloated, and the flesh 
had dropped away from the skeleton 
hands and ff^et. It was fast decom 
posing, aud although it was lifted up, 
the line still remained fast to it. The 
body was covered with a white shirt 
and ordinary pantaloons. 
It was 
probably the body of the captain or 
mate, for none of the sailors on board 
vessels of that size ever wear white 
shirts at sea. The stench from the 
body was so sickening that the men 
were obliged to let it drop back into 
the water again. 
Captain 
Allers 
thought this ill-fated wreck should be 
scuttled, especially as it lay directly 
in the track of ocean steamships. The 
boat I owed back to the Pet, where an 
axe was procured. 
Again the three 
men came alongside the Gladiator, 
and one of them climbed to the bot- 
tom of the wreck, a line having first 
been made fast to him, so that he|could 
be dragged on board the boat if needed. 
After great difficulty a ho'e about 
I'our feet by two was chopped near the 
water-mark in order to let in th® air. 
The frightful stench which proceeded 
from the hole left no doubt that the 
decomposed remains of the greater 
part of the crew were still on board. 
One of the men nearly fainted and 
the effect upr n the other two was so 
sickening that they were compelled to 
leave the wreck. It had now become 
dark and the sea was breaking 
over 
the upturned keel, so that 
Captain 
Allers concluded to make no further 
attempts to scuttle the boat. The 
schooner Gladiator, of Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia, sailed from the Barba- 
dos for Yarmouth on July 20 and 
was commanded by Captain Helanson. 
She was built at Martin's Brook in 
1864 and registered 124 tons. A. W. 
Eakins was her principal owner.—New 
York 
Times.

Full Report of Yesterday's 
Proceedings. 


The Torchlight Procession the 
Largest Ever Seen in 
î h i s City. 


The Academy Filled with 
Tremendous Throng. 


A Day Long to be Remem- 
bered, 


Yesterday was certainly a great day 
for the Democracy of this city, and 
the celebration, the like of which was 
never betöre held in this section of 
the State, will undoubtedly be pro- 
•^uctive of great good to the cause. To 
the Central Committee and to other 
prominent democrats great credit is 
due for their untiring efforts in mak- 
ing adequate preparations, and for 
the masterly style in which every 
thinar was carried out. 
There was no 
confusion whatever in any depart- 
ment, and the whole affair passed off" 
in an orderly, but, withal a very en 
thusiastic manner. 


The SENTINEL of yesterday 
con- 
tained an account of the forenoon's 
exercise?, but owing to the lateness o^ 
the hour that the exercises at the 
fair grounds began, it was impossible 
to give any particulars of the after- 
noon exercises, which were conducted 
on a grand scale, and were witnessed 
by thousands. 


AT THE FAIR GROUNDS 
the scene was perfectly indescribable. 
On several occasions the fair grounds 
have been thronge i with people, but 
never has the crowd been 1 i.rger than 
that of 
yesterday. 
Although the 
jam, under any other circumstances, 
would have been almost unbearable 
the enthusiasm that animated every 
one who 
turned 
out 
yesterday 
made them willing to undergo any 
amount of inconvenience, providing 
they could hear and see what was go- 
in on. The crowd was made up of 
men, women and children, all mixed 
up in one swarming, surging mass. 
The beggar jostled the arjstocrai, and 
the brawny son of toil elbowed the 
child of luxury nor apologized for 
the rudeness; 
in 
ract there 
was 
no such thing as apology. 
Every- 
one 
came expecting to be jostled 
and twisted, and, spartan-like, every- 
one 
endured 
the 
inconveniences 
which were many and varied. 
The 
peanut jugglers, the badge venders, 
and the Weiner wurst man, together 
with the never-to-be-forgotten boot- 
black, mingled together in blissful 
confusion. 


THE SPEAKER'S STAND 


was handsomely decorated with bunt 
ing, and upon it were seated the local 
political celebrities, together with the 
speakers of the day. The Herkimer 
Glee Club opened the exercises by 
the rendering in excellen*^ style of 
"All Hail to the Cause." 
When 
it 
had 
finished, 
Ex-Mayor 
Randall arose and stepped to the 
front of the platform and introduced 
Gen. Sigel, who i. rose and came for- 
ward, greeted witl* a tnemendous out- 
burst of 
applause. 
Many of our 
readers are familiar with Gen. Sigel's 
appearance, he having ppoken here on 
several previous occasions. 


He is a man of medium stature, 
somewhat slender, but wiry looking. 
His face is covered with a sparse light 
red whisker, and his eyes are of a 
cold, blue color, but he uses them to 
good advantage, and when in the 
heart and ardor of an aigument they 
flash with a brilliancy that impresses 
the spectator with the earnestness of 
their possessor. Lack of space p re- 
vents us from giving his speech any 
extended notice, which we regret 
exceedingly, a^ it was one of the best 
speeches made thus far in the cam- 
paign. He was frequently interrupt- 
ed by deafening applause and the 
ent' usiasm of the crowd was perfectly 
incontrollable. 
He was followed by 
Gen. Slocum, who in a masterly and 
effective way dispoj^ed of the party of 
fraud and corruption. 
At the close 
of his speech he was loudly applauded 
and the Herkimer Glee Club sang, 
'We'll All Be Dar," after which Gen. 
McQuade made a stirring address, 
which cannot be given on account of 
its great length, but those who heard 
it were loud in their praises of its 
excellence. 


THE NIGHT CELEBEATION. 
Ererybody ex piloted that the torch- 


light procession woiUd be the largest 
ever formed in this city, and *«]Q06e 
who cherished such expecta^ons.were 
not disappointed in the ieaat. It was 
emphatically the largest ever in line 
in this city, and was witnessed by 
thousands. 


Those who were down town last 
evening (and who was not?) will no 
doubt preserve a vivid recollection of 
the affair for some time to come. 
People were packed in the principle 
streets like sardines, and when you 
got into a crowd you had to stay there 
whether you wanted to or not. 


At about 8 o'clock the head of the 
column moved west on Berry street 
ane the entire procession was fully an 
hour passing a given point. Of those 
taking part in it some were mounted 
but the great majority was on foot. 
Along the line of march 
nearly 
all the residences were brilliantly 
illuminated and the air was filled 
with 
enthusiastic 
exclamations 
throughout. 


AT THE ACADEMY 
was assembled a crowd that filled the 
entire building and standing room 
was unobtainable. 


The Herkimer Glee Club sang sev- 
eral appropriate selections; and the 
interior of the building wore a gala 
appearance. Mottoes and emblems 
were conspicuously displayed and the 
audience amused itself while waiting 
for the speakers by reading them. 


General Slocum was presently in- 
troduced by Ex-Mayor Randall, but 
apologized for his inability to make a 
speech. 


Colonel Cole followed him and en- 
tertained 
the 
audience 
in 
fine 
style. 
The 
Colonel 
is a 
pleas 
ing 
speaker, 
and 
possesses 
an 
inexhaustable fund of anecdote and 
wit. He caused great merriment and 
was loudly applaused. When he had 
finished three rousing cheers were 
given with a will, and the immense 
throng began to slowly file cut of the 
building. 


At the circuit courtroom an immense 
number were addressed in German by 
Gen. Sigel,and at various other points 
throughout the city, were stationed 
speakers who were listened to 
by 
crowds of various sizes. Thus ended 
one of the most successful democratic 
demonstrations ever held in this city. 


A ThieTiui; "Coon."

His chances for being 
"railroaded" it must be admitted are 
very bright.

Some one signing himself, in the 
Qazette of this morning, "A Soldier," 
but who, doubtless, never saw a battle- 
field, brings the Democratic Central 
Committee to task for hanging ban- 
ners, bearing inscriptions, across the 
streets yesterday. 


The father of the lad Gerke, whose 
death and the unfortunate circum- 
stances attending it, pre familiar 
to our readers, called at this of- 
fice yesterday, and stated that the 
item which appeared in our issue of 
Monday, to the effect that his i^on was 
afflicted with a disease from which he 
would have died in a few days, even 
though he had not been injured, was 
antrue.
